That one is ignorant, 
however hichly educated she may be, who does not know the dangers 
to socail stability, to the progress of civilization, which radical women, 
right in their midst, and with all plausibility, even in the name of social 
betterment, are seeking to bring about. 

A milder menace, but one to be guarded against is the woman 
who commercializes her federation influence. She, too, uses the ignorant 
jclub woman. 

The best thing to do with the ignorant club woman is to get rid 
ef her, and the best way to get rid of her is for the individual club 
woman to train herself out of that class. 

The best defense against the radical woman with her dangerously 
well-marshalled force of logical arguments on false premises is a well in- 
formed majority of women ready to meet the radical on her own ground 
with better arguments built on a foundation of true principle. 

It takes earnest and steady purpose to be able so to take one’s 
stand. but the radical woman is willing to sacrifice much to bring about 
her dangerous ends. Is the best of America’s womanhood willing to 
give less? We do not believe it. NG

Early-in the 
present calendar year an agreement 
was entered into between the college 
and the state department of agricul- 
ture by which the extension division 
of the college and the bureau of mar- 
kets of the department are cooperat- 
ing in marketing activities. County 
agents are assisted in their marketing 
work by specialists of the state bu- 
real. 

“We have at the. present time one 
specialist in marketing who expends 
his efforts mainly in marketing work 
of an educational nature. He fur- 
nishes county agents with information 
as to methods of planning for sales, 
and assists then in making the sales 
demonstrations, through which pro- 
dueers are developed in the handling 
of their own marketing problems. 

Live-Stock Sales. 
“During the year considerable at- 


have been held in 41 counties. 
all, 
and cattle have been handled in the 
sales supervised by the agents. In 
cooperation with the bureau of agri- 
cultural economics studies were made 
to determine the cost of marketing 
live stock under our present method. 
A plan for tabulating records and se- 
curing more accurate data has been 
devised. 

“The car-lot poultry sales, inaugu- 
rated a little more than a year ago, 
have developed much more rapidly 
than was anticipated at first. Dur- 
ing the period covered by this report 
sales have been held in 37 counties. 

“Theré are as yet many commodl- 
ties which are not produced on a 
statewide basis in such volume as to 
justify the organization of overhead 
commodity-marketing associations for 
their sale, County agents and coun- 
ty home demonstration agents are 
helping producers to find a market for 
these crops. Farm supplies are also 
produced cooperatively in a .limited 
way where satisfactory prices cannot 


be otherwise secured,’

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HE trails of gre.t diamonds, 

flashing symbols of wealth and 

power, have, with few excep- 

tions, always been marked by 

bloodshed and human deprav- 

itv. Never has the popular 
conception concerning diamonds, viz., 
that their possession promotes the mu- 
tual affection between man and man, 
woman and woman and woman and 
man, been more pathetically at fault. 
The fact remains. Whether tn the ori- 
ent or the occident, the lurid history of 
priceless gems has revealed them as 
crimson Centers of crimes and misdeeds 
innumerable. 

Oddly enough, however, the great- 
est diamond ever found, the Cullinan, 
stands out as a glittering example to the 
contfary. No tragedy enveloped its dis- 
covery that beautiful January evening 
in the great blue clay “‘pipe”’ of the New 
Premier mine, South Africa, in 1905, 
when the superintendent’s eve was 
caught by a flash of one corner of it. 
From mine to Capetown, from Cape- 
town to London, from London to Am- 
sterdam, where it was split up into 
eleven smaller stones, and from Am- 
sterdam to the vaults where lie the 
British crown jewels, its path was as 
unblemished as any of its smaller and 
lesser known brothers. 

But the Cullinan stands practically 
alone, and the fact becomes painfully 
evident as one traces the devious and 
niysterious wanderings of previous dia- 
monds, though now and then are tound 
bits of ennobling incidents standing out 
in strange contrast to the darker back- 
eground—a slave given his freedom, a 
monarch acting with magnanimity, a 
womanhood ‘‘far above rubies’’—but 
these bits are few, and the brighter be- 


cuuse thev are so few. 


2 eee are probably not more than 
150 diamonds above thirty carats 
in the world, though the exact figure 
Rar- 


will never be known, of Course. 
baric potentates conceal their treas- 
ures too well to permit civilized in- 
ventory; and there are royal families 
ind old households in Europe today 
which still guard their diamond Secre’s. 
Tracing the. origin and story of these 
famous gems ot old, under such cir- 
cumstances, has proved no easy job 
for earlier writers on precious stones, 
albeit they must have found that job 
Lacinating. 

[here is still some doubt today, in 
some quarters, as to whether the Ko- 
hinoor and the Great Mogul are ditter- 
ent diamonds, or one stone with two 
nimes. The great age ot the more 
famous stones, the secrecy with which 
source and subsequent ownership has 
been surrounded, the rumors, traditions 
and legends which accompany each, 
and the errors of chroniclers have all 
combined to make it a most difficult 
task to extract the truth from the husk 
of falsity and fancy that is wrapped 
tightly about them.

The gem which has probably the 
bloodiest history of all is the Kohinoor 
——a pure white diamond of almost un- 
paralleled magnificance. It springs into 
view in 1526 in the Memoirs of Sultan 
Baber, who was a direct descendent of 
the celebrated Tamerlane, founder of 
the Mogul empire. He tells of sweep- 
ing through the Punjaub, in India, and 
of deteating the Emperor Ibrahim, who 
was captured and decapitated. And 
among his treasures at Agra was the 
Kohinoor, ‘‘so valuable that a judge of 
diamonds valued it at half of the daily 
expense of the whole world.”’ Baber 
mentions, incidentally, that it ‘‘had been 
acquired by Sultan Ala-ed-din’’ who ob- 
tained it in 1304 after a bloody battle 
with the rajah of Malva, in whose fam- 
ily it had been an heirloom for cen- 
turies. The author-emperor also men- 
tions that at the time it fell into his 
hands it weighed ‘‘about eight mish- 
kels’’? which is about 186 carats. 

From 1526 on we find the Kohinoor 
in. the center of a wild whirl of revo- 
lution and insurrection, crime, intrigue 
and saturnine diplomacy, but through 
it all, one authority says, “history never 
seems to have lost sight of this stone 
of tate from the days when Ala-ed-din 
took it from the rajah of Malwa, to 
the day when it became a crown jewel 
of England.”’ 

Baber gave the Kohinoor to his son, 
Humayun, who had been in charge of 
the forces which had sacked Agra, and 
Humayun, in turn, handed it down to 
his son, the celebrated Akbar. Akbar 
gave it to his son, Jehangir, one of the 
most magnificent emperors of all time, 
his crown alone being worth $10,000,- 
O00, exclusive of the Kohinoor. 

Jehangir’s empress was Nur Jehan 
(Light of the world), and a sunburst 
bit of eternal feminism she must have 
been, too, for it is chronicled that her 
imperial spouse tossed her a mere trifle 
of $35,000,000 with which to buy jew- 


els at the time of their marriage,

Shah Jehan, son of Jehangir, as- 


cended the throne in 1627. He be- 


lieved implicitly in the vood luck which 
is supposed to acompany the possession 
of diamonds, and it is said he used to 
have big basins of precious stones wav- 
ea gently over his head to ward off evil. 
In spite of this, however, his own son, 
the redoubtable Aurengzebe, rebelled 
against him, and imprisoned him during 
the last seven years of his lite. Almost 
to the last he clung to his jewel caskets 
and would spend hours, so the story 
goes, in plunging his hands among the 
shining stones, withdrawing great hand- 
fuls and cascading them over his head 
and shoulders. 


LA VENTUALLY Aurungzebe decided 
to confiscate the jewels and dis- 
patched a messenger to his father’s 
prison biding him turn over some of 
them. The old man, roused out of his 
dotage; resisted. fiercely, declaring he 
would rather crush every crystal pebble 
to pieces in a mortar. But his daugh- 
ter, Jihanira, prevailed upon him not 
only to spare the stones but to give 
some of them to his ingrate son. An 
atter the old man’s death the princess, 
receiving an emissary of her brother, 
presented him with a basin full of her 
father’s dimonds. Thus the Kohinoor 
not only was spared but rested in peace- 
ful splendor on the brow of another 
emperor at Delhi until 1739.

Rokh, teeble son of Nadir, who was un- 
seated in 1751 and his eyes put out by 
ihe usurper, Mohammed Aga. The late 
ier tortured the hapless monarch re- 
peatedly in an attempt to wrest from 
him the hiding place of the Kohinoor, 
but tor a long time Shad Rokh refused 
to reveal his secret. Even when his 
cruel enemy poured boiling pitch upon 
the ruler’s head the latter remained 
adamant. 


But relief was in sight. The lord of 
Kandahar, an old friend of Shah Rokh’s 
father, Came to the rescue, overthrew 
Mohammed Aga and_ “restored the 
throne to the son of Nadir Shah; and 
the grateful potentate handed the Ko- 
hinoor over to his protector. The lat- 
ier took it to Afghanistan, where it re- 
mained for two generations. 

It was in 1812 that the first English 
eves, those of Mountstuart Elphinstone, 
ambassador to the Afghan court at Ca- 
bul, beheld the Kohinoor. It was worn 
by Shah Shuja in a bracelet, but it was 
not long before this king was dethroned 
by his younger brother and blinded. He 
escaped across the border and begged 
the warlike leader of the province, 
Runjeet Singh, to provide haven for 
him. Runjeet Singh promised—on con- 
dition that the Kohinoor be given to 
The deposed monarch held 
out for a long time, but final- 
lv, when the cruel Runjeet per- 
secuted Shah Shuja’s wife and 
children, the condition was 
granted. Being shown into the 
presence of the “Lion of the 
Punjaub” he declared his wHl- 
ingness to give up the tamous 
diamond. 

Runjeet Singh smiled grimly.

f bes Orloff—194 3-4 carats 
other famous diamond whose ori- 
gin is lost in antiquity and the path of 
which since it was stolen from a Hindoo 
temple by a French grenadier early in 
the eighteenth century also has been 
marked with blood. There are some 
writers, however, who declare the Or- 
loff formed one of the eyes of Aurung- 
zebe’s glittering Peacock throne and 
that the Kohinoor formed the other eve. 
However, the other story is the one 
most generally believed. 

The Frenchman, after tearing the 
stone, which was shaped like the halt 
of an egg, from the head of the idol in 
the temple of Mysore, fled with his 
booty to the coast and sold it to a sea 
captain (some say a naval captain) tor 
$10,000. The latter, in turn, sold it 
to a merchant for $60,000, who then 
wandered over Europe seeking a pur- 
chaser. 

At this time (January, 1776,) Cath- 
erine the Great was empress of Russia, 
and one of her many paramours was 
the handsome and dashing Prince Or- 
loff, at this time under the displeasure 
of his imperial mistress. Orloff, think- 
ing to conciliate the powerful ruler, 
bought the diamond for about $560,- 
000 and hastened back to Russia. But 
though Catherine accepted his gitt and 
placed it in her scepter, she did not re- 
ceive him back into favor. 

Orloff died in a madhouse in 1783. 
His brother Alexey, fourteen years lat- 
er, was compelled to perform a grisly 
expiation for strangling at Catherine's 
behest, her own husband. When she 
died, after reigning 
thirty-five 
was succeeded by her 
son, Paul, a taciturn 
individual who had his

Prince Baratinsky, to stand in penance 
betore their victim. Prince Baratinsky 
was overcome and fainted away many 
times. The iron willed Orloff, how- 
ever, stood before the murdered em- 
peror tor tour solid hours, gazing with 
contemptuous indiference at the skele- 
ton of the man he had helped murder, 
and at the end of the ordeal he as 
calmly listened while an order.was read 
banishing him frim the empire. 

Paul was strangled in 1801, his sue- 
cessor being Alexander, the same who, 
in 1812, was forced to flee Moscow be- 
fore the legions of Napoleon. The 
unperial scepter, of course, accompa- 
nied him, and when the Corsican evac- 
uated the Russian capital, and burned 
it, the court returned. Alexander died 
peacetully in his bed in 1825 and was 
succeeded by the gloomy Nicholas I, 
who died in 1855 in the midst of the 
Crimean war. His son. Alexander II, 
was the next to own the Orloff and he 
held it until 1881, when he was blown 
to bits by a Nihilist bomb, his succes- 
sor being Alexander III. The latter 
reigned until 1894, when the ill starred 
Nicholas Il came to the throne. His 
abdication in 1917 and his butchery bv 
the Bolshevists in 1918 is still fresh in 
mind. 

Judging by the period of storm and 
travail now going on in Russia the old 
tradition of the bloodiness of the Orloff 
is still holding its own.

When Aurungzebe seized the reins 
of government and imprisoned his 
father the Great Mogul fell into his 
hands. It had previously been con- 
sidered the property of Dara, Aurung- 
zebe’s brother, but he was beaten in 
battle and decapitated. After this, 
the giant diamond, valued by Tavern- 
ier at 12,000,000 francs, disappears 
from history. Whether it is still zeal- 
ously guarded in some Indian temple 
or whether Nadir Shah carried it back 
to Persia after his invasion of India is 
not known. 

Another famous diamond number- 
ed among the possessions of Russia 
was the ‘‘Moon of the Mountains.” It 
weighed 120 carats and was seized 
by Nadir Shah at Delhi in 1738. When 
that mighty king was murdered in 
1747 the stone was stolen, with oth- 
er gems, by an Afghan soldier, so the 
account goes, and taken to Bassorah, 
on the Shatt-el-Arab river, about sev- 
enty miles from the Persian gulf. The 
theif offered his loot to’ Shaffrass, an 
Armenian merchant, who, with his 
two brothers was living at Bassorah. 
Shaffrass did not have sufficient funds 
at the time and asked the Afghan to 
wait a few days, but the latter be- 
came suspicious, left Bassorah and 
went to Bagdad. Here he disposed of 
the plunder for $2,000 and remained 
in the city squandering his wealth. 


EANWHILE, Shaftrass and his 

‘two brothers, having raised the 
necessary funds, followed the soldier 
to Bagdad, and were greatly chagrined 
when they learned the diamond had 
been sold. They persuaded the Af- 
ghan to point out the purchaser, and 
a day or two later his body, and that 
of the soldier as well, were found in 
the Tigris. The Armenians now had 
the ‘“‘Moon of the Mountains” and 
some other jewels. They quarreled— 
snd nt long after another sack, con- 
taming two sacks, was found in the 
Tigris. 

Shaffrass went to Constantinople 
and later to Silesia and Hungary, seek- 
ing a market. Catherine the Great, 
having heard of the beauty and mag- 
nificence o fthe ‘Moon of the Moun- 
tain,’’ tried hard to purchase it, but 
the Armenian wanted too much. 

Eventually her agents bought it for 
$335,000—and the ‘‘Moon of the 
Mountains” joined those other glitter- 
ing stones that made up the Russian 
scepter. Shaffrass lived in luxury for 
a time but after many years nemesis 
overtook Lim in the shape of a pois- 
ovred draught. placed in his cup by a 
a WwW.

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monds whose history is lost in anti- 
quity but that this history has been a 
bloody and intriguing one can scarcely 
be doubted. Among these was the

The Darya-i-noor, with a sini sr 


stone, the Taj-e-mah (146 carats), 
now beiongs to the Shah of Persia, 
havire come into his possession after 
having traveled a scarlet trail through 
the centuries. Both are skillfully rose 
cut after the Hindustan fashion, and 
are said to have come from Sumbhul- 
pore, a celebrated diamond district. 
They have a value together of upward 
of $2,C°0,000. 

The Florentine, or Austrian Yellow, 
is an Indian diamond of 139 1-2 car- 
ats that has had a very eventful his- 
tory, though nothing is known of it 
prior to its appearance in the collec- 
tien of the Grand Duke of Tuscany 
about 1642. Tradition has linked tt 
with Charles the Bold of Burgundy, 
who is said to have lost it on the bat- 
tle field, but a careful checking up by 
later writers establishes the fact that 
the jewels lost by the impetuous feud- 
al chieftan did not number the Flor- 
entine among them. The flashing yel- 
low beauty was in the collection of 
Ferdinand Hl, Grand Duke of Tus- 
cany, when Tavernier saw it, and re- 
mained in the city until 1737, when 
Fiancis Stephen of Lorraine came to 
Florence to accept the Tuscan throne 
following the end of the Medici dy- 
nasty. He married Miria Theresa, 
celebrated empress, and when_ the 
couple left for other fields the Aus- 
trian Yellow went with them. It glit- 
tered in the imperial diadem when 
Francis Stephen was crowned Emper- 
or of Germany, October 4,. 1745, at 
Frankfort -on-the-Main, and has re- 
mained with the ill starred Hapsburgs 
ever since. The late ex-emperor, 
Charles, took it to Switzerland follow- 
ing his abdication in 1918 and there 
it was pawned. Being recovered lat- 
er it went with Charles and Zita to 
their exile at Funchal, Maderta islands, 
and after his death there Zita brought 
it back to Switzerland. She has made 
several efforts to sell it despite the 
claim of the Italian government that 
it belong to Italy under the treaty ot 
Saint-Germain. This treaty, signed 
by the allies after the war, provides 
among other things that the treasures 
stolen by Maria Theresa are to be re- 
turned to the countries from which 
tirecy vere taken.

ful enemies and to face trial tor giv-_ 


ing his country a vast empire of 360,- 
000,000 people, he presented his 
king, George III, with a beautiful dia- 
mond weighing 101 carats. The stone 
was not a gift from him but a present 
from the Nizzam of Deccan to the 
British ruler; yet realizing the strength 
of his foes and being eager to curry 
the favor of George IIl he was glad 
to act as sponsor for the gift. What 
the diamond’s history was prior to the 
part it played in the trial of Warren 
Hastings is not known but that its ca- 
reer down the corridors of time was as 
Checkered as those of its predeces- 
sors it not to be doubted. However, 
it nothing it known of its story when 
it was in India, its presentation to the 
king at a dazzling levee at St. James’ 
palace in 1786 created a storm in 
England that did not reach its climax 
until Hastings was tried, and did not 
die until he was acquited in.1795. 
FONHE adventures of the Pitt, or Re- 
gent diamond, are exactly Itke 
those that accompanied other 
which came out of India. This dia- 


siones 


mond, weighing 410 carats in the 
rough, was believed to have been 
found by a slave in the Parteal mines, 
on the Kistna, in 1701, and he is said 
to have stolen it by cutting a deep 
gash in his leg and concealing the dia- 
mond in the bandages. He took it 
to Madras and struck a bargain with 
the skipper of an English vessel—and 
was fhing overboard when he came 
for his money, so the story runs. T 
skipper sold it for $5,000, took to 
drink, developed delirium tremens and 
hanged himself. A merchant, who had 
bought the stone of the skipper, tried 
hard to dispose of his purchase but 
only atter great effort did he succeed 
In finding one in the person of Sic 
Thomas Pitt, governor of Fort 
George, near Madras, and the grand- 
father of the Earl of Chatham. The 
price paid was $96,000. 

Sir Thomas sent the stone to Lon- 
don tor cuiting, a process which lasted 
two and which .reduced its 
weight to 134 3-4 carats. The cut- 
ting cost its owner $30,000 though 
as the chips were worth $50,000 he 
not only paid nothing for the cutting 
but got back something on his original 
investment.. And the result was a 
square, fltiwless, brilliant, unparallel- 
el in luster, an inch in breadth, one 
and three-sixteenths inches long and 
three-fourths of an inch thick. 

Sir Thomas’ life henceforth was 
anythin but quiet and = contented. 
Haunted constantly by the fear of 
thieves he seldom permittted anyone 
to view the stone, surounded himself 
and his house with bedy guards, tray- 
eled under an assumed name and nev- 
er slept twice in succession in the 
same place. It must have been with 
a sense of relef, then, that he finally 
managed to sell it to the Duke of 
Orleans, then acting as regent for 
the young king, Louts XV of France, 
for $675,000. Little of this amount 
was paid, however, as the payments 
extended over a term of years and 
the Duke of Orleans lost his power 
when he turned the reigns over to the 


voung King In 1792. 
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| ae sixty vears the diamond, now 
called the Regent, pursued a tran- 
quil career, and on June 11, 1775, it 
formed the center piece for a new 
crown tor Louis XVI when he be- 
came 
Rheims. The crown was nine inches 
liigh, and was so thickly encrusted 
with diamonds and other precious 
stones that the poor young weakling’s 
head ached with the weight of it. On 
one occas:on during the ceremony he 
exclaimed querulously: “It hurts me,”’ 
words that proved tragically prophetic 
in after years. Already the reverber- 
ations of the reign of terror were be- 
coming audible, though in spite of the 
volcano that seethed under foot the 
splendid court functions went on in 
glittering succession, and the Regent 
blazed serenely from its royal diadem. 

On August 10, 1792, Paris having 
been taken over by the the Commune, 
the foolish king was relieved of his 
duties, and the crown Jewels passed 
unuer the protection of the ‘“‘people.”’ 

The Regent was removed from thie 
crown and placed on exhibition, it 
having been declared the people’s dia- 
mond. Its new owners naturally 
wanted to see it, and so a steel clasp 
was contrived, the diamond placed in- 
side, and the whole fasiened by an 
iron chain in a window where any 
calloused palm that cared to could 


king at the old cathedral at 


hold it in exchange for a few francs. 
But after the bloody September the 
diamond was locked up in the vaults 
of the Garde Meuble, and many seals 
affixed. 

On September 17 it was d:scov- 
ered that thieves had broken into the 
great quantity of crown jewels, in- 
cluding the famous Regent. There 
was a great hue and cry, and several 
arrests were made. Then the au- 
thorities were electrified by the re- 
ceipt of an anonymous letter, ad- 
dressed to the Commune, saying some 
gems would be found in a ditch in the 
Ailee des Veuves, Champs-Elysees. So 
i. proved; and the Regent once more 
became the property of the “people” 
of France. 

Napoleon became its owner when 
he was made first consule of France, 
and he pawned it in 1798 to buy cav- 
alry equipment for his Italian cam- 
paign. In 1802 the Regent was 
deemd and two years later, at his cor- 
onation it blazed in. the pommel of 
his sword. (It was among the jewels 
carried off by Marie Louise to Blotse, 
but she was compelled to give them 
up. Louts XVIII carried it with him 
on his flight to Ghent the mght of 
March 20, 1815, following - Napol- 
eno’s return from Elba, and it was 
with him when he was restored to 
the throne after Waterloo. 

After several other adventures the 
Regent was inherited by Napoleon 
lif, who put it back into the imperial 
diadem. When the Franco-Pruss an 
war broke out the emperor sent it, 
with other treasures, to a sea-girt fort- 
ress, to be kept there until he came 
back. But he never returned. Today 
the Regent is the property of the 
French republic. : 

Another sphinx among stones ts 
the celebrated Sancy (or Sanci) an 
almond. shaped brilhant of fifty-three 
and one-half carats. So many are the 
tales concerning this diamond, and so 
conflicting are they that it is.impossi- 
tle to find a true account of its ori- 
gin and history. From tts cut it 1s 
known to have come from India, and 
there is a tradition that it found its 
way to Constantinople, be.ng brought 
to western Europe by Baron de Sanci, 
trench ambassador. 

According to some the diamond was 
an heirloom in the family of Charles 
the Bold and was lost by him either at 
the battle of Granson (1476) or Nan- 
cy (1477). <A Swiss soldier picked it 
up and sold it to a priest for 2 francs, 
who in turn sold it to the munic:pal 
authorities at Berne, whence it found 
its way into the hands of one Barthol- 
omew May, who did a bit of trading 
in Italy. 

Here begins a conflict of authority. 
Some say May sold it to Genoese mer- 
chants who sold it in turn to Ludovico 
Sforza, regent of Milan, and that 
eventually it found its way into the 
Medici diamond collection. Others 
declare Pope Julius If purchased it 
and presented it to the House of Haps- 
burg. Another story ts to the efteci 
that it came into the possession of the 
Fuggers, noted German financiers, 
and went eventually to Henry VIil 
of England. At his death it went to 
his daughter, Bloody Mary, who gave 
it to her consort, Philip Il of Spain. 

Then, to cap all, there are those 
who maintain stoutly that Charles the 
Bold nevet had it and that the stone 
whose wanderings have just been de- 
scribed was the Florentine. All down 
the years the Sanci’s history was inex- 
tricably mixed. It has been said that 
King Anthony of Portugal once owned 
it and that he pledged it to M. De 
Sanci, then royal treasurer of thal 
notorious proflicate, Henry-IIl (1574-

about the laundry business in 

New York. We have socie- 

ties to suppress almost every- 

thing save the cruelty to wet wash. 

In other cities laundries will return 
what you send them, but not here. 

No wonder we see so many signs 
before employment agencies reading: 
‘“Wanted—Manglers for laundry.” 
With all the laundry we have it doesn’t 
seem possible to find enough manglers 
to go around. 

There is no depth of cruelty the 
average laundry doesn’t plumb. Of 
course, there are good laundries— 
just as there are good Indians and 
perhaps good wild-cats. 

When you get the shirt back froma 
New York laundry the cruelty is just 
Starting. After tattooing your finger 
tips with more pins~than a woman 
needs for a skirt rip, you find one 
cuff is gone and the only way you 
may present the sieve-like front to 
admiring friends is to wear an Ascot 
tie. 

For extra measure they send back 
one of those little wooden collar but- 
tons to step on in bare feet. 

The only thing that comes to you 
in first class condition from the laun- 
dry is the little paper board slips they 
put in shirts. And if they have any 
value so has the German mark. 

The average new shirt can be sent 
to the laundry once and be starred as 
the horrible example of expert ripping 
without rehearsal. 1 often wonder 
what they pay the head ripper in a 
laundry. He is uncanny in tearing 
holes every place but the tail. It is 
funny but I never saw a laundry here 
damage a shirt tail. They regard the 
tail as sacred. The bosom is their 
dish. 

You can imagine the manglers 
when a new Shirt arrives for mang- 
ling. They gather around and view 
it with feverish eyes. Then they get 
out their picks for action. After they 
have chopped it up unmercifully, they 
call in the button-hole wreckers and 
cuff snatchers, sprinkle it with starch, 
floss it up with a few burnt spots, 
then send it home and dare you to 
wear it. 

They have their own idea of color 
schemes. Send them a shirt with pur- 
ple stripes and it comes back with 
pink stripes. Or if they have the time, 
with no stripes at all. Any good 
laundryman can remove stripes from 
a zebra and make a leopard look like 
a snow white kitten. 

One of the joys of opening laun- 
dry is the various surprises. It is 
somewhat like the old-fashioned grab 
bag. You send them a 1412 wing 
collar and you reach in to find an 18 
lay-down collar—the kind fat men 
drape their chins over when they are 
going to the lodge.

In a sense God dwells and reveals 
himself in humanity at large and in 
each particular soul. But aH men do 
not reveal God equally. The more 
developed intellect reveals God more 
completely than that of the child or 
savage; and the higher and more de- 
veloped saint reveals God more than 
the man of smaller spiritual attain- 
ments. 

But in a unique and exceptional 
manner more than in any man who 
ever lived, God reveals himself in 
Christ. ‘‘He that hath seen me hath 
seen the Father.”’ 

Not only the incarnation, but the 
atonement of Christ distinguishes him 
as preeminently the Son of God. 

Men who have died as martyrs for 
Christ have made their contribution to 
the spiritual life of humanity. But it 
cannot be said of any martyr or of all 
martyrs that “‘they tasted death for 
every man.” It is by the cross of 
Christ that the whole world may find 
its Salvation. 

It is Christ lifted up on the cross 
that draws all men unto himself. 

With thé realization of the trans- 
forming power of this divine person- 
ality, we are the better prepared with- 
out discouragement to look at the ex- 
ample of this perfect person. 

He is the one and only master of 
the art of right living. There is no 
inconsistency in Him; there is no gulf 
fixed between the public profession 
and the private life. We do not have 
to make any excuses or allowances 
tor Him; we can give to him our 
unmodified endorsement and follow 
him without reserve. 

The best lives are lived in following 
his steps. The standards by which 
men criticise us is the standard of 
Christ himself. 

We may search through all human 
lives, but we shall find no model of 
excellence that can compare with 
Him. His is the highest and holiest 
manhood. 

II. 
HE vital truths of Christ satisfy 
the mind and moral conscious- 
ness Of men. 


The spiritual supremacy of Christ 
rests upon the satisfaction which he 
brings to the heart, the aspirations 
and the religious need of mankind. 

He makes a self-evidencing appeal 
to the human mind because he deals 
in the great fundamentals. 

There is love which is the central 
idea of God, and love as the law of 
all divine and human relationships. 

There is the fatherhood of God and 
the brotherhood of man. In Christ 
personal immortality finds its highest 
evidence. His moral principles appeal 
to the conscience of humanity. He 
lays stress on the individual soul and 
its worth in the estimate of God. 

His doctrine of the kingdom of God 
is the answer to a false individualism. 

There are many traditional mter- 
pretations and alien elements which 
are not of the essence of Christianity 
that will disappear. The accretions 
of time will vanish; the everlasting 
elements will remain. 

The wood, hay and stubble, the 
materials out of which men_ have 
tashioned their own interpretations 
will be destroyed but ‘‘the foundation 
of the Lord remaineth.”’ 

The gates of hell shall not prevail 
against this foundation. *

1589), and that De Sanci retained it 
by paying 100,000 francs. And there 
is a story to the efect that, after De 
Sanci purchased it in Constantinople 
he pawned it to obtain Swiss mercena- 
ries who were to fight for France. 


e is said that the servant who was 
commissioned by De Sanci to de- 
liver the diamond was murdered in the 
forest of Dole, and buried in a little 
village near by. Henry III was greatly 
incensed and swore roundly at his 
royal treasurer. The latter vigorous- 
ly asserted that the diamond was not 
Idst and that if the servant could be 
found the diamond would come to 
light. Eventually his movements were 
traced to the village where he was 
buried. When the body was exhumed 
the stomach was examined—and the 
diamond was founds The slain lackey 
had had the forethought to swallow 
it before the assassins could learn 
whether or not he possessed it. .And 
the same story is told by later chroni- 
clers except that they say it happen- 
ed when Henry IV was king. 

Not until the last decade of the 
sixteenth century do we come upon 
any data that ond establishes the 
ownership of the Sanci from the time 
it was brought from India to Constan- 
tinople, and thence to western Eurcve. 
In the ‘“‘Inventory of the Jewels in the 
Tower of London,’’ under date of 
March 22, 1605, there appears this 
phrase at the end of a paragraph de- 
scribing the treasures: ‘‘and one fayre 
dyamonde, cutt in fawcettis, bought 
of Sauncey.”’ 

This seems to ‘establish the fact that 
the diamond never left the hands of 
De Sanci regardless of where he got 
it, and as he was ambassador to Eng- 
land between 1590 and 1600 it is 
probable he sold the diamond during 
his residence in London. 

After enjoying a brief period of 
identity the Sanci again becomes the 
center of a dozen stories all varying 
widely. One account has it that dur- 
ing the civil war in England, early in 
the seventeenth century, Queen Hen- 
rietta Marie, wife of Charles I, carried 
it off to France and pawned it. In 
another acount Cardinal Mazarin ap- 


pears as owner, and he is said to have 
given it to Louis XIV. 

A diamond similar to the Sanci ap- 
pears in the French crown jewel in- 
ventory of 1791, and it has been 
stated that the Sanci was stolen the 
night the regent disappeared from the 
Garden Meuble, and that it was re- 
covered at the same time. There is 
data to show that the Sanci.was dis- 
posed of in 1796 to defray the ex- 
penses of Napoleon’s Italian cam- 
paign, and it is known that the dia- 
mond was owned in Spain in 180°. 
Eventually is passed into the Demi- 
doff family of Russia, and it is be- 
lieved now to be owned by some In- 
dian prince—back in the land from 
whence it came. 

Another Indian diamond with an 
eventful history and an equally event- 
ful end was the Piggot, a shallow 
stone of forty-nine carats, brought 
to England about 1775 by Lord Pig- 
gott, governor of Madras. He men- 
tions easually in a letter that during 
his regime he accepted from Indian 
nabobs a few presents “‘of a trifling 
value.’””’ Among these was the Pig- 
got diamond valued at $200,000! In 
England it was put up at a public 
lottery and was won by a young man 
who sold it for a pittance; and later 
some London jewelers purchased it 
for Ali Pasha of Egypt. He paid them 
$150,000 for it in 1818. 

Ali Pasha was slain not long att- 
er and, while dying, 
his favorite wife, Vasilika, should be 
poisoned. Then he ordered a French 
officer to take the Piggot and crush it 
to powder.. Vasilika was not poisoned 
but the diamond was crushed to pow- 
der. Lord Piggott ultimately became 
involved in a squabble with his own 
counselors. His power waned and he 
was arrested August 24, 1776. He 
died a prisoner the next year. 

Indian diamonds are not the only 
ones with lurid histories but legends 
concerning them predominate because 
India for centuries was the diamond 
center of the world. Then the Brazil- 
ian fields were opened, and later the 
South African, but tales about the 
great finds in South America and the 
Dark Continent are singularly free of

gave orders that 


slayings, lootings and dethronements. 


That there have been some cannot 
be doubted but the facts naturally did 
not come to light, and as the diamond 
fields were on the frontiers of civili- 
zation the knaveries were well con- 
cealed, and finally forgotten. This is 
especially true of Brazil. 


FEQNHERE is another point. The his- 

tory of diamonds in India is 
wrapped up in the barbaric trappings 
of the fabulously rich princes and con- 
sequently is replete with romances and 
mystery. In the orient mighty rajahs 
waged war for the purpose of seizing 
each others’ treasures. In Brazil or 
South Africa the finder was a slave or 
poor miner around whom romance 
cast no gold and purple veil. Then, 
too, diamonds were not found in any 
quantity in South Africa until the mid- 
dle of the nineteenth century and law 
and order quickly stepped in to back 
up the big companies. Here and there 
a robbery might occur but the culprit 
was generally brought to book, and 
this despite the fact that the diggings 
swarmed with illicit diamond buyers. 
Moreover, the big finds in the African 
fields are of too recent origin to per- 
mit of surrounding them with the 
warp and woof of colorful intrigue— 
intrigue which waxes more colorful 


with each passing year.

God, Christ and The Bible 


HEN we analyze the wide 
range of subjects we have 
studied in the Bible Talks in 
the year soon to end, we 
find three subjects running 
through them all—express or 
implied—God, Christ, and the Bible. 
I do not know that we can beiter 
close the year than by devoting to- 
day’s to these three subjects. 
First as to God; there are four at- 
titudes which men assume in regard 
to the Supreme Being. 


The atheist denies that there is a 
God and seeks to explain the universe, 
including animate as well as inanimate 
things, by materialistic arguments. 

I have not thought it worth while 
to spend any time in refuting the rea- 
soning of the atheist. The evidences 
of a God, all-wise, all-powerful and 
all-loving, are so overwhelming that 
comparatively few human beings have 
ever been reckless enough to declare 
themselves atheists. While a_ tal- 
ented atheist may gather about him 
an occasional follower, he is a negli- 
gible quantity and, by his very unrea- 
sonableness drives more people to 
open defense of God than he draws 
away. 


in the second group are tound the 


agnostics, who are*much more numer- 


cus and much more dangerous. 

By saying, “‘I do not know,” the 
agnostic takes refuge in ignorance, 
and by asserting a desire for knowl- 
edge he conciliates where the atheist 
antagonizes. Agnosticism is the state 
in which one is most apt to find him- 
self when he departs from orthodox 
beliefs concerning God. 

Darwin illustrates the logical path 
followed by dissenters and the final 
attitude of mind of a skeptic. He 
said, just before his death: 

“The mystery of the beginning of 
all things is insoluble by us, and ], 
for one, must be content to remain 
an agnostic.” 

The third group contains the pan- 
theists—those who build their belief 
upon the assumption that God is ev- 
erything—not a separate and distinct 
entity, but an inseparable part of all 
things animate and inanimate. 

Professor Leuba of Bryn Mawr col- 
lege is one of the best known repre- 
sentatives of this school. He denies 
the existence of a personal God ora 
personal immortality and declares, 
- upon letters received by him from the 
leading scientists of the United States, 
that a majerity of them share his be- 
liefs. 

Buddhism is an expression of this 
idea. Nirvana is the Buddhist’s heav- 
en—the individual spirit dissolving 
into the spirit of the universe as ‘“‘the 
dew drop dssolves into the sea.” 


NHRISTIANS belong to the fourth 

group. 7 

The Christian believes in a_per- 
sonal God—not a being of flesh and 
blood, visible to the eye, discernible 
to the senses or inhabiting a locality 
which can be detined and described, 
but a spiritual Being as real-us if He 
were evident to our bodily senses. The 
existence of this Supreme Being is 
proven as conclusively as other things 
of which we have no doubt. Belief 
in the Bible’s God is reasonable be- 


cause the existence of such a God 
furnishes. the only explanation of the 
phenomena about us. 

We believe Him infinite in power 
because the things that He does re- 
quire the exercise of a power beyond 
the ability of the imagination to con- 
ceive. We believe Him infinite in 
wisdom because only an immeasur- 
able intelligence could direct the 
measureless power which He mani- 
fests. We believe Him all-loving be- 
cause His goodness is infinite in its 
depth and breadth. 

if there is a Creator, with infinite 
attributes, who built the world upon 
a plan and directs it in accord with 
His purpose, then men, the climax 
of creation, is a part of God’s plan 
and here with a work to do. A natural 
process of reasoning brings us to the 
conclusion that man’s first desire 
should be to know God’s will and his 
chief pleasure should be found in 
obeying those laws which the Heaven- 
ly Father has made for man’s highest 
good and greatest happiness. 

We have also assumed that Christ 
actually lived—a Saviour sent down 
from heaven to redeem man by His 
blood and to reveal the Heavenly 
Father to His children. This, too, is 
a ‘reasonable belief. 

We have a record of what He said 
and did and was—an und sputed rec- 
ord. There is no known fact that has 
been discovered during the nineteen 
centuries that have since elapsed that 
casts a shadow of doubt upon any 
material phase of His life or teaching. 

He was conceived of the Holy 
Ghost and born of the virgin Mary. 
This is the record of Matthew and 
there is rething to contradict the rec- 
ord. . We have His teachings that 
could not have come from any other 
source because there was no other 
source from which such teachings 
could be drawn. 

There was no store house in the 
past which could supply them; there 
were no people living in His time from 
whom He could learn the truths which 
He proclaimed, and no one has lived 
since who could have supplied them. 

When we see a mountain range 
which no human~being could build, 
we are not foolish enough to deny 
that it is the handiwork of God—even 
the atheist will attribute it to natural 
forces that are more than human. 
When we see a moral code that rises 
as high above human wisdom as the 
mountains do above the sea—a moral 
code which all the wise men of the 
world have been unable to add to or 
take from—why should we hesitate 
to admit that the author was divine? 
Why not employ in religious matters 
the common sense that we use tor 
the problems of daily life? 


CIN is in the world—its presence 
can neither be denied nor ig- 


nored. Man is the only created thing 
that does not live up to its poss'bill- 
ties. How can we doubt. that sin is 
inherent when we see -it flourishing 
in spite of all the intelligence and 
moral efforts of today? 

A few days ago a distinguished citi- 
zen of Great Britain came to this 
country and in a two-hour address 
gave a catalog of our national sins— 
sins conspicuous enough to be seen 
three thousand miles away. This 
morning’s paper gives a dispatch from 


london quoting from a report giver 


by a Middlesex committee on -educa- 

tion from which ! take this extract: 
“All the boys seem to think abcut Is 

‘rowdyism’ and smoking cheap cigar- 


ettes, while the girls’ chief interest 
seems to be walking about the streets 
until they find a youth willing to buy 
them a seat at the movies. 

“Their minds are blankly incapable 
of continued intelligent application, 
and consequently ready to respond to 
any evil impressions.”’ 

Here we have an indictment of one 
country and a confession from anoth- 
er, and we cannot believe these coun- 
tries worse than others. Many adults 
in all countries violate both the moral 
and state laws. The fact is that sin 
is universal among men. Is it unrea- 
sonable that a God who would per- 
mit sin to enter the world would pro- 
vide a means of escape from sin? 

The coming of Christ as a Saviour 
would seem to be the most natural 
thing conceivable and the reasonable- 
ness of his coming is confirmed by the 
fact that the story of Jesus, translated 
into every tongue, has touched the 
heart of the world. 

lf Christ was but a man, it .would 
be natural to think of Him as one 
born of a human father as well as of 
a human mother and it would be na- 
tural to measure Him by the rules ap- 
plied to man, even to the extent of 


expecting Him to remain in the tomb 
when finally dead and buried. But we 
have only to take Him out of the man 
class and put Him into the God class 
to be able to understand His superna- 
tural birth. His unique ministry and 
His bodily resurrection. 

If He were but a man we would 
expect wiser men to arise and make 
improvements in His code of morals 
and His philosophy ofdife. But being 
the only begotten Son of God and 
co-equal with God, we are not sur- 
prised to find in Him the greatest fact 
in history and the growing figure of 
all time. 

When once we behold Him as He 
is, all that the Bible says ofsHim be- 
comes r@asonable—it woyld be un- 
reasor *ole if it were different. 


ND so with the infallibility of the 

Bible; it is natural that an atheist 
should deny the inspiration cf the 
Bible because there can be_no Word 
of God unless there is a God to speak 
the word; there can be no revealed 
will of God unless there is a God with 
a will to reveal. It would be un- 
reasonable in an atheist to deny the 
existence of a God and then accept 
the Bible as a divine authority or 
Christ as the Son of God. 

Likewise, the agnostic as naturally 
rejects the Bible. He can not be con- 
vinced of the Bible’s veracity until he 
is first convinced that there is a God 
—inspiration is impossible without a 
Supreme Being to inspire. 

Neither can the agnostic be expect- 
ed to credit what the Bible says about 
Christ, since Christ’s divinity presup- 
poses the existence of the Biblg’s God. 

Pantheists cannot consistently ac- 
cept the Bible as a truthful. book be- 
cause from beginning to end the Bible 
represents God as a spiritual Being, 
entirely separate and apart from His 
handiwork. 

The reasonableness of the Bible de- 
pends, therefore, upon the point of 
view of the one who does the reason- 
ing. If «he first premise is false, the 
conclusion cannot be sound and, from 
the Christian’s standpoint, the first 
premise of the atheist, the agnostic 
end the pantheist is false. 

We must start by assuming some- 
thing; the materialists starts with mat- 
ter and force. He does not try to 
explain wiere matter and force come 
from, when they came, why they 
came, or how they came. His reason- 


ing begins with the proposition: Mat- 
ter and force are here—and fhen he 
tries to convince himself that force 
working on matter ‘made the world 
and that somehow—he does not know 
how—all that we see and know, in- 


cluding life came into being by some 
Process which he cannot explain. 


_If the materialist has a right to be- 
gin by assuming the existence of mat- 
ter and force, without exphining 
them, how can he deny to the Chris- 
tian the right to begin with God, even 
though the finite mind is not able to 
comprehend an Infinite Being? If 
one starts with the assumption that 
God really exists, the rest of the rea- 
soning is perfectly logical and has 
been convincing to millions of the 
best minds that have appeared in the 
world. 

Nearly every intelligent human be- 
ing has, upon the evidence obtainable, 
believed in a God. Thousands of 
millions have, during the last nine- 
teen centuries, believed in Christ as 
the Bible presents Him, and hundreds 
of millions have experienced in their 
own hearts a change so revolutionary 
that they have no difficulty in believ- 
ing the miracle recorded in Holy Writ. 

The Bible miracles are not as mys- 
terious Or as marvelous as the miracle 
that is wrought when one is led by the 
Holy Spirit to hate the things he once 
loved and to lave the things he once 
hated. What seems more incredible 
than that a selfish heart should be 
filled with a passion for service? 

It is unreasonable for a blind man 
to deny that the world is beautiful, 
merely because- he cannot see; it is 
just as unreasonable for.those who 
deny God, reject Christ, and discard 
the Bible to contend that God cannot 
give strength to those who trust Him, 
that Christ cannot save those who ac- 
cept Him, and that the Bible will not 
enlighten those who will follow its 
teachings.

Amuricaw’s 
Greatest Nigger Impersynater. The 
Favrite Banjoist of the Sunny South. 
Injun Shadda Fictures—and a hull lot 
more I cain’t just recall. 

When I see such a big bunch was 
a-goin’ to perform, | walked over and 
peeked into that scuooner. I figgered, 
y’ savvy, that they was some more 
people in it that hadn’t come out yet. 
But they wasn’t—only boxes and box- 
es of bottles.

ERE is a recipe for a real English 
plum pudding, excepting, of 
course, the brandy. 

1 Ib. beef suet. 
1 Ib. currants 
t Ib. raisins. 
Ib. mixed peel. 
Ib. breadcrumbs. 
) Ib. flour. 
i ib. sugar. 
1 lemon. 
6 eggs. 
2 small wineglassfuls of boiled 
cider or rich preserved fruit juice.

7“ pint milk. 

4 oz. almonds. 

1 small nutmeg. 

4 teaspoonfuls of baking powder. 

Get everything ready—fruit, suet, bread- 
crumbs, etc.—before the morning On which 
you are mixing the pudding. Wash the 
currants and raisins, and rub them dry on 
2 cloth, then look over them to See if there 
are any Stones or bad ones. Stone the 
raisins—this is best done with a small knife, 
and a bowl of cold water handy in which to 
Gip the knife frequently. Pour boiling wa- 
ter on to the almonds, and then remove the 
Chop up finely both almonds and 
mixed peel. Grate the breadcrumbs. Fe- 
move all skin and stringy bits from the 
suet and chop it up in flour. 

When these are all prepared start 
mixing—so get the saucepans on ready, 
and then take a very large pastry bowl and 
into it sift the 1-2 Ib. of flour, add to this 
the baking powder and sugar, and then 
lightly rub in the suet. Now put in the 
breadcrumbs and all the other dry ingre- 
dients (io make sure of missing nothing, it 
is well to check off each item on the list 
as you add it). When you come to the 
lemon, grate the rind into the bowl, and 
Squeeze the juice into a cup.

You can always spot an amateur 
by his pen handling. He insists on 
Miling his drawing with short little 
scratchy lines. The professional 
cartoonists use only a good black 
line—and not too many of them! 

Whenever use solid 
hlack—it peps cartoon and 
makes it look 

Practice making 
lines in Figure 1 a 
sure you have enough ink On your 
pen and every line you draw is 
black, not gray, no matter how thin 
the line is. AS in Figure 1, join 
your lines together very carefully 
and don’t allow the ends to overlap. 

The ‘“‘cross hatch’ in Figure 2 as 
well as the hay in Figure 1 will 
often serve as effective back- 
grounds.
